Now, when we fay vinsty nine in
avary hundred of thezs Cobaos are jntensely
i]{,;ﬂ_n.\ to the subjection of thelr isle to l}l*'
mother connlry, sud soxion iy desire ils
speedy and nller overtirow, we kunow that we
are entirely within the t itl, Aund we ges no
reason to donbt their assurauces that the en-
tire mases of the pative while Cabavs fes]l and
hops &8 they do—that sy not merely lll!ﬂi-rﬂ
fudepondencs of Spain, but p issionstely insist
un it

This s not a freak The feeling has been
sirong and steadily growiog for years, The
Cabans feel thal Bpain bas been o 3tep-mother
to their bounteons isle—that she has regularly
milked it, aud fleeced it, suld squeeied it, first
through her selflsh, one mided laws and ediots;
pext, through her locnst borde of nesdy aud
greedy officiala. It is quite moderate to esti-
miats &L twenty millions persunnm the money
drawn from Cuba by Spaofards for servicus
that the Culians would bave much preferred
10 do without, )

The congeguences of this rapacious policy
weore:—1, Remonstrancs; 2. Distrnst; 3, Alie-
nalion; 4. Bepugpance; 0. Tutense, implacable
hate. If the people of Cnba wers to-day re-
quired to determine by vots whether to re-
main Spanish or become Tarkish, hard as the
alternative would be, they would devide at all
events not to remein Spunish.  And civil war
is daily aggravating their bos:ility to Spanish
rle.

Time was, and not long sgo, when Spain
might bave held Caba by earning sud winniong
the confidence sud gratitude of her colored in-
habitante, Had the Provisional Government
at the ontset abolished slavery and afliirmad
the equal rights of all wen, Spain would
have retained a powerfal piurty in Cuba; bat
ghe let slip the golden mowent, allowing the
insnrgenta to precede her io deciaring slavery
no more; and even vow we only fear that the
Provisional Governtent witl recowmmesnd to the
Constitvent Cortes that s'avery bs abolished
and pri-uludv-‘l. “Thsvk yon for uotbiug”
is the inevitable response of the long-
trampled race, already fre=d by decres of
the insurgent chiefs, aund enrolled in the
ranks of their armies.

We cannot eay what may be the resalt of
Lthis gpring’s campaign or of next snmmer’s
yellow fever. Dulee may possibly overrnn
the island and report the insnrrection utterly
orushed. Cuba may scon have & mockary of
rapresentation in the Cortes itself. No one
can safely say what a day, a year, may bring
forth. Wa hold thig, however, to be morally
certain: the Cubans are forever estranged
from their mother country; it will crst more
to keep their island under Spanish ruls than
the Spaniards can eqneeze out of it; 8o the

“slinply state Lthat he made |he removals ‘for
tha publle good,"” they would be conflrmed,
Praoticelly, Luerefore, we see no dittioulty in
tuis Olvil Tenure-of Office bil),"—Tyribune,

Possibly this may be trne. We hope it is.
We are inolined to believe, indeed, that the
general inoclination of the Hepate will beto
confirm General Gramt’s action in the removal
of incompetent office-holders and the appoint-
ment of beiter men in -their places. The
Senate, a5 well as the great body of the Re-
publican gmy, and of the people of the whols
country, ha# confidence in General Grant—in
his integrity, his disinterested patriotism and
his determination to reform the abuses and
correot the evils which enfeeble and disgrace
every brapoh of the public service. And
therefore we think the Senate will be inclined
to confirm the appointments, and approve the
removals, which he may attempt to make.

But Genperal Grant's ability to accomplish
tkese results ought not to rest on the Senate's

tion at any particular moment. It
must be remembered that nearly all the men
now in office throughout the conntry have
been put there by the influence of Senators,
and that Benators will, ihersfore, natarally
enough not be inclined to favor their removal.

The ZAribune, we are confldent, can easily nn-
derstand bow this works in the case of very
many men holding important offices in this
gity, and 80 it Is throughont the conutry. The
office-holders, as & geveral thing, are the per-
sonal friends of Senatora—appointed by their
influence, and retaining office nnder their pro-
teotion. There is mot ons of them probably
whose removal would not be strenuonsly
resisted by seme one Senator, and by &8 many
othera a8 he eould indnoce to sustainhim. By
promising an exchange of good offines, in this
respeot, it will be very easy to form combina-
tions among Senators which will defeat nearly
svery important removal that General Grant
may sttempt to make. In a general sense
the Senators will be jnclined to support (Gene-
ral Grant; but when 1t comes directly to the
¢ ‘otion from office of their special friends and
protioges, they will cling to the men they have
put in places of profit, and whose services
4there are of direct benefit to themselves.

The Trilune, moreover, overlooks the delay
which the compliance with the Tenure-of-
Office law of neceseity Involves in the malter
of producing a chaoge of office-holdera. Under
that law, the President cannbt wake aremoval
at all, until after he has beén gpecially auntho-
rized 80 to do by the Senate. He may suspend
an officer for twenty days after the mesting of
the Benate; but every such snspension must
be sent 10 the Senate, acpompanied by the
reasons for it—and these reasons must ba seat
to a commiltes for inquiry and oconsideration;
and that committee mnst maks a report Lo
the Benate upon the case, and upon that re-
port the action of the Senste must be biasad.
if the Seuate approve the suapension, then
the President may remove; but not ot\bherwise.
Under the most favorable cironmeatanossgand
with every disposition on the part of the
Senats to meet General Grant's wishes, and
to respond to his action, this process involves
very great lsbor and very long delay. Butlf,
in ‘aoy specific care any Senator desires to
provent the attempted removal, it gives him
the power to accomplizh that result with abso-
late ocertainty. .

The Queen was not
present.  The gpeccl was acvordingly read by
rovul commigeion, that iz, by the Lerd Chan-
esllor. Thers is nothing to indicate that the
aflalr waa other than tame and unintersating.
It was certainly the daty of her Majusty to be
present on this ocoasion, unless her reasons
for abisence were good, even irresiatible. If
the royal lignrebead is to continne to bs com-
gplenous for ite absence fiom all Biate demon-
stratione, there is reacon to fear that the peo-
ple will begin to regard the whole thiog catled
royulty as at ouce very expensive and very
unnecessary. Suoh peraistent retirement on
the part of the Quecn can have no good effeot
on the dynasty.

The royal address, ag we have it, doss not
revenl much, The werits or demerits of the
gpeech must, however, be credited to Mr.
Giladetone, aud not to the Quesn,. Wae shonld
certainly have had a more ringing address had
the geals of office been in the hands of Disrasli.
Buch as it is, bowever, it ia before ns. The
relutions of Great Britain with foreign powers
are on an excellent footiug. The Paris Con-
ference has lapplly prevented war in the
East. It i expected that the negotiations
withthe United States will place the friend-
ship which ought ever to exist between that
oounntry and Great Dritain on a firm and
dorable basis. We very much donbt
whether there is good reason for any sach
expectation, It i4 uot our ranlt if the British

The intelligence from Havanais of a very im-
portant character. 1t will be sesn that Connt

Jago to save that city
from captinre by the Cabang, while from the
Central Department there is a significaut in-
action on the part of the Bpanish troops. A
new and formidabls movement has broken out
fu the Villa Clara district, involviog sll the
sugar region of Cieufuegos and Trinidad, At
Cardenas ceveral arreésts have been mads, in-
clading the British Consul, But the appear-
ance of insnrgents at Guuanajay and San Criz-
tubal, places west of Havana which have
hitherto been guist, and the advaotages ob-
tained there over the Spauiards are of great
sigoificance. They prove that the revolution
Lias acquired a new impulse, and indicate that
it will epeedily involve all of the Western De-
partment,

The feelivg of hatred between Cubans and
Spaniards is acquiring greater intensity, and
the youth are leaving the towns to take their
places in the fisld, This feeling has its dark
side for our own oitizens resilent in Cuba,
and a representation has been sent o Wash-
ington stating that Americans are being ar-
rested, but no measures can be taken in their
behalf becanse Captain-General Duloe denies
to the Consul-General of the United States
diplomatic funotions. The Consul may be forced
to leave Havana, and while American citizeus
are being arrested without charges against
them, obstructions are placed by the Gov-
ernment in the way of others who wish to
leave the igland. We trust that the Cabinet
at Washington will take this matter into im-
mediate consideration, and issue instruotions
to Adwiral Hoff, now at Havana, to see that
injustice is not done to our oitizens there,
It is no time to refer wrongs threa thonsand
miles across the Atlantic, to Madrid, where no
actual government exists. In the absenoce of
instructions from Washington Admiral Iloff
will do well to remember that the country
expects him to do his duty in the premises
with the same spirit whioh animated Ingra-
ham in the Kosta cage. We wonld suggast to
Geperal Grant that the office of Consul General
al Havans has for a ling time lLeen adminis-
tered by a clerk of the State Department, and
it will be well to have a Consnl-General ready
to send to Havana very soou after the 4ith of
Mayoh.

| therefora it has taksn good pains Lo prevent

ita submission to ths people. It refures to
submit the ameudment to conventions assem-
bled for the purpose, or Lo loglalatures chogen
by the pesple to the duty of voting upon it.
It will submit the amendwment only to the
bodies now in session, which are mostly Rae-
pubtlican, and which are such becauss the
Chicago platform, whilst asserting the an-
thority of Congresa over suffrage in the Rabel
States, equally asserted that “‘ths question of
sufflrage in all the loyal States properly be-
longa to the pnopl« of thoss Siates,'

This resolution was framed to keep the radi-
oals in power. The amendmant stultifies the
platform, but it has the sawe end well in view,
Consistency and political hounor will be gaori-
ficed complacently in nearly every Stats. Con-
gressmen know their party. There will be no
bolters. Even the 7imes will advocate the
amendment to ‘“‘natiopalize’ suflrage with
just as much ardor as it advooated the platform
that declared suffrage to properly belong to
the people of the Northern States.

Thus the radical party stultify themselves
in their political oharaoter; thus they confess
the absemce of political homor or concern
therewith; thus they violate their pledges to
one another and to the country; thus they
disturb the eountry’s peace; thus they re-
fuse to the people of the conntry, and confer
npon their elscted partisans, the power to
alter our fundamental law—and all to the end
of perpetuating their own domination.
